REMARKS. 





The annual school meeting is the place to commence a good 
school, from the fact that an interest in the school meeting, on — 
the part of the residents of the district, is a, sure indication of 
an interest in the fullowing schools, but, in many iustances, it y. 
is like this: . School mestings are thinly attended, unless some — 
pnblic-spirited inhabitant proposes tu raise some money for 
building, repairs, or some other necessity, then, all will turn 
out, and generally the turn-out is to oppose the meney-raising, 
when the interest should be, not to keep the money in the 


wallet, but to lavishly expend it for the benefit of the rising 
generation. 


Committees, teachers, and the inhabitants of the district 
generally, should understand that the main purpose of the 
school is 1o prepare the pupils for moral, social, and intellectual 
work in the near future; consequently, they should be taught, 
in connection with the lessons in their text-books, the impor- ce | 
tance of going out into the world with a healthy body, and — 
with moral and social accomplishments. 


A person that lacks force should never be engaged to teach — 
school, however many their accomplishments in other direc- 


tions, from the fact that lack of force will more or less neu- 
Peatee all else. 


Teachers should be bundles of instruction, thoroughly im- 
bued With what they are to teach, and continually increase 
their power by being untiring siudents, and, in the school A 
room, should be inspirers, developers and directors. = 


We cannot too forcibly impress upon teachers the Divine K 
injunction, ‘ prece, t upon precept,” that is, that in the school — 


room every principle should become a part of the pupil’s self, 
before proceeding to another. ai \ 


We would impress teachers with the idea of letting scholars 
solve all problems in mathematics for themselyes, as far as it is" 
possible for them so to do, thereby throwing them back, or a 
more properly forward, on their own self-reliance and self 
helpfulness. When Napoleon Bonaparte was in the mi ititary th 
school] at Brunne, a student young in years, he worked sevanty- iN 
two hours on an abstruse problem; the result, he solved ries 


vynd it was worth more to him than one hundred problems” jaan 
eolved by others. 
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I deplore the fact of the unequal amount of schooling, be- 
lieving that some way should he devised to give every scholar 
an equal chauce; I also deplore the lack of necessary appa- 
ratus. 

Next to the religious, let us work for the intellectual salva- 
tion of our children, from the debasing thralldom of ignorance, 
remembering that we owe all we are to the Spirit that builds 
the temple of religion, and the temple of instruction, 

We close by inyokiug the Divine blessing upon all, es- 
pecially upon the youth of the town.
